Interview Hi-Lites 


JOHN HOUSEMAN, director of UCLA 
Theatre Group's Three Sisters, Los Angeles 
hopes the college backed project of profess- 
ional productions will lead to the establish - 
ment of permanent professional theatre com- 
panies in LA and NY that will tour colleges 
throughout the country, presenting the best 
of classical and modern plays, he told Sch- 
umach, Times. Project seeks the lost aud - 
ience, the audience of middle-class intellect- 
uals, which even in NY is not going to theatre. 
Everybody in theatre who is disgusted with 
the economic terrors of the theatre realizes 
that the university may offer the theatre the 
broad base it needs, UCLA will make land 
available for a 500 to 1000 seat theatre if the 
funds can be raised, Plays are currently pre- 
sented in a 540 seat concert hall. 


MARTIN TAHSE, prodtcer of Nation- 
al company of Fiorello! which opens this 
week in Dallas, plans to have four or five 
shows on the road at one time, he told Mor- 
ganstern, Herald Tribune. Innovations in his 
touring productions include---sets on ply- 
wood painted with aniline dyes which do not 
flake, 110 pound dimmers, 16 page advert- 
ising supplements in local newspapers, and 
selling houses to benefits whose members 
conduct house-to-house ticket selling cam- 
paigns, 


ARNETTE JENS , sister of popular 
Salome Jens and who just finished a three 
week stint subbing for her in Balcony, beat 
her sister to Broadway by landing a role 
in Becket, she told Herridge, Post. To 
avaid further confusion she will change 
her name to Annette Arnold. 


LIZA REDFIELD, musical conduct- 
or of The Music Man, prepared for a car- 
eer in concert conducting, but found it vir- 
tually impossible for a woman to make a 
living at it, she told Viner, World Telegram 
& Sun. So she came to NY ten years ago 
arranged and conducted for pop records, 
became a vocal coach, was musical dir- 
ector of Ernest in Love, plus 29 musical 
comedies in summer stock. 
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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


Antony and Cleopatra- Stratford, Conn 7/31. 5 pro-Times, 
News, Post, Journal American, World Telegram & Sun, and 1 con- 
Herald Tribune- filed on third and final program of repertory of 
American Shakespeare Festival season, Katharine Hepburn and 
Robert Ryan portray the title roles in cast with Morris Carnovsky, 
John Ragin, Douglas Watson, Will Geer, Donald Davis, Rae Allen, 
Jack Landau directed, scenery by Rouben Ter-Arutunian, music 
by Norman Dello Jollo. Affirmative appraisers differed in the de- 
gree of approval for two stars while all praised supporting cast 
and production, Single dissenter marked production slick, profes- 
sional, superficial, but not good Shakespeare. Funke, Times, rated 
it a worthy, though not inspired, production, okaying Landau's sen- 
sitive direction and Hepburn's many faceted portrayal, but noting 
that Ryan lacked ability to wed his knowledge of the role to the 
Bard's verse. Chapman, News, enjoyed spirited stunningly beau- 
tiful production with an equally spirited Hepburn and a brawny ’ 
winning Ryan. Carnovsky, News man thought, seemed to be having 
more fun than anyone else in his role as Lepidus, Watts, Post, 
applauded production with admirable vitality, even though it did 
seem more concerned with showmanship than with depth. Review- 
er felt that on the levels on which it is acted the cast is excellent, 
though he remarked that they sacrificed some of its greatness for 
simplification, Kastendieck, Journal American, recommended the 
welcome addition to the repertory that reflected a high standard 
of acting throughout , with Donald Davis' Enobarbus coming close 
to being the outstanding performance of the day, Music reviewer 
thought Hepburn stagey at times, but overall she showed she could 
handle the situation in one of her fine performances, but admitted 
he was disturbed by the peculiar amoeba-like mosaic backdrop. 
Aston, WTS, cheered production as beautiful, exciting and gratify- 
ing for every member of.the family; Hepburn a proud, exasperat- 
ing, enticing , shattering figure and Ryan ina striking characteri- 
zation. Negative voter, Crist, Herald Tribune, feared that Hepburn 
sailed down the Housatonic and just about managed to keep afloat 
in production which lacked in both its leading players and direct- 
ion the flight of poetry, the height of passion required, Drama 
editor was also disappointed in minor portrayals by top featured 
actors, blaming the director again for a lack of subtlety and for 


too often playing for. laughs. 


NYC Critic in London 


A Man for All Seasons by Robert Bolt shows both the 
promise of the author expressed in his first play "Flowering 
Cherry" and the suggestion of a future of important dramatic 
achievement, comments Watts, Post. New play is a thoughtful 
illuminating, absorbing biography of Sir Thomas More, enorm- 
ously aided by a brilliant performance from Paul Scofield .... 
Rhinoceros by Eugene Ionesco starring Laurence Olivier and 
directed by Orson Welles seemed to Post wandering reviewer 
to be better suited, for the first 2/3 of the play, to Eli Wallach 
who will portray the lead in NY, than to Olivier, who was not 
ideally cast in role.

PROS & CONS BY TMK 


Antony and Cleopatra at Stratford, Conn. is an exceed- 
ingly handsome, continually interesting, often fascinating pro- 
duction of the Bard's seldom seen romantic tale. Without ex- 
ception the large supporting cast is superb. Once again the 
team of theatre craftsmen have proved the value of repertory 
in designing an exciting, swift moving production for a theatre 
they know literally inside and out. Lighting, sets, music and 
costumes fit neatly with the text. Katharine Hepburn's por - 
trayal started out at a worried, slow crawl, but soon became 
fascinating in its variety and skill, Robert Ryan theugh he 
looked perfect for the role never seemed fully to understand 
either the role or the poetry. But inspite of his dull charact- 
erization the overall production is one of the best, and certainly 
one of the most beautiful, yet staged in the cool, comfortable 
playhouse. 


* * 


Before the summer is concluded, a prize should be 
awarded to William Shakespeare as the man who makes sum- 
mer theatre endurable. Without his plays in production in 
diverse towns, all by some strange coincidence, named Strat- 
ford, the fare would be slim. Central Park, which will cer- 
tainly soon change its name to Stratford Park, must not be 
forgotten in the list of summer theatre virtues.

With the political conventions filed away for another 
four years, theatre fans might look hopefully to the White 
House for some encouragement. While the past tenant has 
been more of a Western fan ,than an Eastern theatre fan, the 
next tenant will at least have a college theatre background no 
matter which party wins in Nov. If this will have any effect 
on forthcoming bills in Congress on cutting the federal ad - 
mission tax or backing various Art foundation plans is 
something you will have to wait patiently to discover.

Off Broadway producers are finding it profitable 
this summer to devote several of their duller evenings to 
out of town showings. This is an imaginative idea, but it 
would be even nicer if they advertised the fact that they 
were not playing at their usual stands these nights. No 
matter how bad business is, it is possible that some one 
will make a long trip to their Off Broadway playhouse 
and will not appreciate the fact that the show is elsewhere.

No matter what else the crowded new theatre sea- 
son will bring, it will certainly present new topics for 
theatrical consideration, At least two plays on African 
history and one on Hawaii are already scheduled. Exactly 
how "method" acting might be applied to Alaskan Eskimos 

may be one of the highlights of the season yet.

The several groups who have rented Off Broadway 
playhouses for the entire season show a greater sign of 
realism than would-be Off Broadway producers of past 
years who bravely announced a full five year project only 
to fold after the first week of the first production . This 
fate can still kill off this new crop of producers, but not 
if they plan far enough ahead so one set of bad critical 
notices will not empty out their reserve.

Next person who complains about long dramas 
should keep in mind the Indonesian full night entertain- 
ments that start at 9 PM and continue to about 6 AM the 
next morning. Patrons eat, talk, come and go during the 
run, with many arriving after 12 midnight. Many of our 
current avant garde plays just seem as if they last this 
long.
